NAVAL OFFICERS EXCITED 

Becaase of tha Recent Alterations in the 
Cmiser Chieagfh 

Wahhinotor, Jan. 31.— The younger 
officers of tha nayy who are obliged to live 
in the steerage ara oonalderably excited 
over the recent alterations in the steel 
cruiser Chicago, now repairing at the navy 
yard. New York. The quarters on the 
spar deck, origiiwUy intended for four ward- 
room offloers, haa been taken to provide 
bathroonu for tha admiral and captain, pan- 
tries and ofQoes. Thia neoesaitatM the ofBcers 
to go below in tha wardroom, which has 
bi>en enlarged at tba expenae of tha star- 
board steerage. 

As originally built the steerage had m 
aubio feet par man for tha Hftaen offlcera 
who bad to live there, but as now fitted 
they are cnt down to tis.8 cubic feet The 
B]>ace in the ward room is planned for 
pi^'hteeu oiHoers, and to each of these is as- 
Ki^iied 615 cubic feet, of 6.6I> times as much 
room as is given a steerage officer. Tb<M will 
netmsarily oblige a number of thes<^ future 
youhK na\ al heroes to "live in the air." and 
this pro.v])ect, eH|jeeially to the ensigns and 
otiier ottloeraof that grade, is particularly 
liltKising. 

The space required by law for a steerage 
passeutcer on an euiigrant dliip is one him- 
drtjd cubic feet, and an American naval oiH- 
cer, living; in the steerage, ban less room tl'un 
a stts-rane pus.s»;iiger on an octiau st<jumer. 
In this sniull space lie is oMiijed by the i'e';n- 
Litions lo stow his entire oiillit fot» tliii-e 
years, and for that is'i iod il is to all intents 
and pni'poses Ins home.

"I was at Khartonm the night it war 
taken. The Nile had gone back so that a 
part of the city was open. Oordon did not 
oonstnict fresh trenohca and ramparts, ht^- 
canse he fbougbt thera wara snfllcient troops 
to drfend the city, Tiisre wera three thou- 
sand, I think. The gqia and all round about 
wera held by a larga fmraa imder Farig 
ftaha. That night FMg moved his troops, 
aspsdally thebtecks, from the gape, saying 
this soldiers wsra wanted on the other side. 
Gordon had perfect oonfldanoe in Farig. 

**Tlia attack took plaoa at two points. At 
tha largest gap thsra waa no resistance. If 
the British army or avM a few of them had 
arrived even aa boor bsfora tha attack took 
place, Khartoum would not have baeb taken,

In 1878, Charles Rosser Berry, then 
but eleven years old, was only a meaaen- 
ger boy In the Western Union Telegraph 
office at that place. The Daily Herald 
aays : " This position he held until March 
of 1877, when he secured a position as 
telegraph operator forthesamoeonpany, 
having spent his leisure monentS when a 
messeuKer boy in learnlagtfelegrapby. In 
April, 1879, Mr. Berry waa made night 
operator at the round house of the R. C, 
St. J. A C. B. II. H. company, Dwinn t' is 
position to Mr. U. M. Uohl, at present 
the Superintendent of the line, then its 
Superintendent of Telegraph and Obief 
Train Dispatcher, who liad met the snb* 
Jeet of this sketch, then a boy of sixteen, 

and became convinced he had a future 
before him. The position given him by 
Mr. Hobl marked Mr. Berry'a beginning 
in the railroad biisinosM. Ho held the 
position of night operator until January, 
1880, when the company promoted him 
and he was made day operator at the 
round honae, performing in addition to 
his regular duties thoee of the train- 
master.

Joaeph haa produced. What he ia to-day 
he owee entirely to bis own efforts.

The Daily Herald 
says: " He worked on the Herald from 
1S72 to 1879, and the follow ing; year en- 
tered railroad business aa clerk with J. 
F. Barnard, General Superintendent of 
the K. C, St.A C. B. In August, 1881, 
he went into the freight officea of the aame 
road, where he remained until 1887. On 
April 1, 1887, he was assi'^tant to City 
Ticket Agent Jerry Sullivan and on the 
UtteHe reaignatlon June 1, was made 
/iK<'nt. Mr. Berry has a host of friends 
in SU Joseph and haa advanced step by 
step through bis own efTorte.'^
